to have landed in a swift operation 
at an Algerian airfield near the 
Tunisian border. 


The German-controlled Paris 


radio described the Nazi-held Bizerte 
naval base as "very well fortified." 


In one broadcast it said Berlin 


military circles declared that no 
actual fighting had occurred be- 
tween Axis and British-American 
forces moving into the 
French 


protectorate. In another, it report- 
ed a clash between Allied troops 
and French Colonials in South 
Tunisia. 


Allied sources were silent on the 


progress of the advance into Tunisia, 
but there was nothing to indicate 
that opposition had been encount- 
ered from the French.

London. Nov. 18—The Germans 
boasted today that they were estab­ 
lished and ready to fight for the 
important Tunisian naval base of 
Bizerte against a powerful Allied 
force whose advance guard was al­ 
ready deep In Tunisia, where British 
parachutists had landed at key air­ 
dromes and American parachutists 
were poised on the frontier.

The Tunis radio went off the air 
after giving the exp’anation Mon­ 
day that its silence was intended to 
save power, and this suggested a 
possibility that parachute opera­ 
tions might even have been brought 
close to the Tunisian capital which 
the Axis had announced was In its 
hands. 
Nazis Are Confused 
Using the Nazi-controlled Paris 
radio as their mouthpiece, the Ger­ 
mans announced today that they 
had captured Bizerte and establish­ 
ed themselves firmly there.

broadcast said nothing of Tunis, 
whose occupation along with Bizerte 
had been reported In Axis com­ 
muniques two days ago. 
And the 
use of the word captured seemed to 
refute the Nazi propaganda line 
that they moved In "to defend their

Advices from overseas gave this

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JAPAN ADMITS 
YANKEES SUNK 
SIG BATTLESHIP 


New York, Nov. 18 (AP)—Jap- 


anese imperial headquarters an- 
nounced today for the first time in 
this war the sinking of a Japanese 
battleship, confirming the U. S. 
Navy's claim of two days ago and 
underlying by sober statement the 
measure of the American victory in 
the latest battle of the Solomons.

them totalled 13 or 14 vessels sunk 
and 11 or 12 damaged. Against the 
latter figure stands the U. S. Navy's 
announcement of the loss of two 
light cruisers and six destroyers, 
with one night engagement yet to 
be reported. 


The Japanese also announced the 


loss of 41 planes but claimed to have 
shot down or otherwise destroyed 
74 or more rival aircraft. 


Imperial headquarters issued its 


version of what was called the third 
Solomons' Naval battle after the 
Tokyo radio, abetted fay the German 
and Italian radios, had trumpeted 
in advance to the world that "an- 
other bombshell announcement" was 
forthcoming. 


In comparison with previous Jap- 


anese versions of other Naval en- 
gagements in the Pacific war, how- 
ever, the bombshell element was 
lacking for anyone but the Axis since 
the real surprise was the Japanese 
admission to have lost a battleship. 


Had 10 Battleships 


No names were given but the_JLJL. 


Navy earlier this week said the 
spearhead of the Japanese invasion 
force which attempted to batter its 
way to the shores of Guadalcanal 
was composed o f two battleships of 
the Kongo class and presumably it 
was one of these two which was sunk. 


Information is incomplete but 


Japan is believed to have had at 
least 
10 battleships when she 


launched the war in the Pacific with 
perhaps five others under construc- 
tion or newly completed. 


The Kongo class is believed to have 


consisted at the outset of• the war 
of four vessels, of 29,000 tons,- the 
Kongo, the Hiei, the Kirisima and 
the Haruna. The Army announced 
in the early days of the war that an 
Army bomber flown by Captain 
Colin Kelly sank the Haruna but 
it was only two days ago that the 
U. •?. Navy made its first official 
claim to the sinking of a Japanese 
battleship. 


All the Kongo class are old ships, 


being laid down in 1912 or 1913, 
but at least two are known to have 
been modernized.

heavily in planes, ships and men. 


The great Solomons victory of No- 


vember 13-15 demonstrates clearly 
Allied command of the sky, sea and 
land in the Guadalcanal sector. All 
these things point to the shaping of 
plans to break into the greater Asia 
sphere of Japanese conquest and 
roll the enemy back. 


Allied Offensive 


The comment by Admiral Chester 


W. Nimitz, commander-in-chief of 
the Pacific fleet, relative to future 
action that "maybe it will be of. our 
choosing, not their choosing," is 
regarded as highly significant. 


Those in charge of operations 


point out there is a long hard fight 
ahead and there is no reason to as- 
sume that progress will be made by 
leaps and bounds. 
Guadalcanal 


merely is an outpost of Japan's 
area of conquest. . Despite their 
losses, the Japs still possess strong, 
naval power and tremendous re- 
sources -of fighting men.

Admiral Nimitz commented "they 


are smart" and do know, how to con- 
duct war and they are absolutely 
ruthless with their own people as 
well as-ours."

Lose Many Fliers 


"But even this is far less crippling 


than losses in flying personnel and 
carrier-based planes. It is known 
that Japan had available perhaps a 
quarter of million fighting men as a 
southwest Pacific powerhouse but 
the availability of trained pilots for 
carrier.-based planes is another 
tiling. 


It is believed that an important 


part of • the trained naval aviation 
strength of the Japs has been de- 
stroyed. This may be the explana- 
tion why no carriers were used by 
the Japanese in the showdown 
effort last week. 


Reports by our own aviators con- 


cerning attacks by Japanese planes 
in the southern Solomons indicate 
a paucity of leadership in many 
cases. When the leader of a flight 
or squadron was destroyed, the 
remaining planes operated far less 
efficiently. 


Presumably making the mistake 


of liguring the same was true of 
American squadrons, the Jap lliers 
have sought to cut down our lead- 
ing planes and there even are cases 
of hcadon aircrashes with flight 
leaders.

Washington, Nov. 18 (AP)—Uncle 
Sam Ls going to hold back more 
gasoline from the basic ration allow­ 
ances In the east to help make cer­ 
tain that American war machines 
in Africa keep rolling. 
Acknowledging that “this cut Is 
going to hurt," but that “It is abso­ 
lutely essential," the Office of P r ie r 
Administration announced last night 
that beginning Nov. 22 an “A" 
coupon will be worth three gallons 
of gas instead of four as at present, 
In addition, the OPA foresaw 
possibility of a further cut in eastern 
fuel oil rations for home heating 
because of a shortage in transporta­ 
tion facilities. 
Afreets 16 States 
The gasoline reduction will apply 
to 16 of the 17 states now rationed. 
The exception is West Virginia. 
The order will not affect the rest 
of the nation where gasoline ra­ 
tioning begins Dec. I nor will it alter 
the value of the "B" and *‘C” cou­ 
pons. 
Price Administrator Leon Hender­ 
son explained that the cut is aimed 
at “non-essential mileage" of the 
"A" coupon holders who have been 
allowed an average of 240 miles a 
month “whether they need it or 
not." 
"In view of the growing acute­ 
ness of our supply shortage,” he 
added, "we must now ask car owners 
to give up any miles that are free. 
“Those who do so even at the cost 
of Inconvenience or hardship may be 
contorted by the knowledge that 
they are making more room in some 
tank car for oil for our war ma­ 
chines In Africa or to heat his home. 
or his neighbor’s this winter, or for 
gasoline needed to carry a war 
worker to his job, or to take farm 
produce to market.”

The cut is designed to save about 
20.000 barrels of gasoline a day in 
the east.

spending with feverish energy in an 
effort to back up their colleagues 
on the battlefield. 


Splendid Unity 


There are Yankee boys there from 


nil parts of Uncle Sam's wide acres. 
And you have to experience 
the 


hardships of primitive'Africa to un- 
derstand what a glorious heritage 
we are defending in smiling. Amer- 
ica. 


There are British and French sol- 


diers and others of our Allies, all 
working in fine unison. 


With them, laboring on the edge 


of 
jungles 
and 
across 
blazing 


deserts, is a countless multitude of 
willing natives." 'These happy-dis- 
positioned folk know little about the 
issues involved in the war, but they 
do understand that an Axis victory 
means bondage. 


And what are these soldier and 


civilian workers contributing to the 
cause? I wish I could tell you in 
detail, but that would give the 
Boche useful information. 
Broadly, 


one can say these Allied men are 
daring diseases of the jungle, en- 


..riiirinp terrible hpafc and other hard- 
ships to open up and maintain 
transport routes over which pour 
men and supplies for the Allies' 
needs throughout northern Africa 
and the middle east. 


pioneering Jobs 


In many places, over endless 


reaches of this northern half of the 
dark continent, the Allies are doing 
amazing pioneering jobs which will 
open up this mysterious land to the 
outside world. It is a magnificent 
contribution to the Allied war effort 
and an equally great contribution to 
the progress of civilization. 


During the 11 days it took me to 


reach Cairo from England by devi- 
ous routes, I covered some 8,000 
miles, mainly by air. Since I had 
already flown the Atlantic to reach 
Britain, it needs small imagination 
to see that if this war does nothing 
else, it is opening up the world to 
air transport. 


I was in Lisbon the dy Uncle 


Sam made his sensational landing | 
on Northern Africa. The medley 
of peoples who go to make up the 
Portuguese capital's population these 
days—a weird mixture of Allied and 
Axis nationals who mingle in this 
neutral port—seethed with excite- 
ment. 


Word Spreads Quickly 


There was little news beyond word 


that a big operation was under way, 
but the fact that the Allies had as- 
sumed the offensive in a new quar- 
ter was in itself a momentous de- 
velopment. 


Our great air liner circled wide; 


to ayoid operations as we headed 
southward for West Africa and we 
gave Dakar wide berth because more 
than one passenger plane has been 
fired on from" this strategic region. 


When we drove the nose of our 


ship into "the- heat-^of Equatorial 
Africa the next day, word of the 
offensive 
already 
had 
arrived. 


American soldiers and- civilians in 
this particular port were exuberant. 


Most astonishing, however, was 


the fact that the denizens of the 
surrounding jungles not only knew 
of the attack but that they got the 
news from their own sources. 
It 


seems fanciful as I write it, but the 
story of the operation on the far- 
away northern shore had 
been 


"flashed southward by drums just 
as messges have been transmitted 
for hundreds of years. 
. .. 
. Dislike. Axis. ^ 


Believe me, those drums can talk 


and I mean that almost literally. 
Drummprs who begin training as 
tiny boys spend a lifetime at it, and 
are able to impart meaning by tone 
as well as by a dot-dash system. I've 
been in the jungle when one of these 
drums started to talk through the1 
stillness of night and it's an eerie, 
hypnotic sound which lingers in 
memory. 


In connection with these messages, 


there is an interesting demonstra- 
tion of the penetration and effective- 
ness of propaganda. 
Axis agents 


to the north had spread word the 
Germans were victorious and were 
advancing southward in Africa. At 
one place where I was stopping, 
hundreds of native laborers deserted 
their jobs and fled to the far jungles 
in terror. This undoubtedly was the 
result the enemy hoped to produce 
with the ideft of hampering Allied 
transport and other operations.

FARMWORKERS 
MUST KEEP JOBS 


OR BE DRAFTED 


Washington. Nov. 18 (AP) — Se- 


lective Service Director Lewis B. 
% 
Hershey announced today that men 
deferred as essential farm workers 
must get approval of their draft 
boards if they wish to leave their 
jobs or else be classified as available 
for immediate military service. 


This applies to married men with 


children as well as to all others. 
Hershey's aides said, and is ef- 
fective immediately. 


The regulation was disclosed in an 


announcement of instructions sent 
by Hershey to local boards covering 
provisions of the new draft act which 
lowers the minimum age to 18. 


The 
18- and 
v 19-year-olds who 


registered last June 30 are to be 
called for induction in thc order of 
their birthdates so far as practic- 
able, with the oldest being called 
first. 


New Registration 


Regulations 
governing registra- 


tion of those who have become 18 
since June 30 or attain that age in 
the future are to be proclaimed by 
President Rooseveltr - 


• Informed sources said that these 
regulations probably would require 
registration 
of those already 18 


either late next month or early in 
January, with those reaching 18 
after that registering on their birth- 
dates. 


They said it probably would take 


40 to 60 days to get the whole plan 
in operation. 


In addition to ordering local 


boards to reclassify men who quit 
essential farm work without ad- 
vance notice, the instructions for- 
bade the boards to release any farm- 
deferred men "for voluntary enlist- 
ment in either land or naval forces." 


2 Classifications 


Two new classifications were set 


up for deferred farm workers. Those 
with dependent wives, children or 
other grounds for dependency will 
be put in class 3-C and those with- 
out dependency grounds in class 2-C. 


Those engaged on a part-time 


basis on "war-essential farms and 
farm jobs" and those "seasonally or 
temporarily engaged" will not be 
eligible for deferment. Hershey said.

'We"are opposed to Frenchmen

Gen. Charles De Gaulle, leader of

As if to add emphasis, Mr. Roose- 


velt used the phrase "temporary 
arrangement" three times in as 
many short paragraphs. He said it 
already had accomplished two mili- 
tary objectives, the first of which 
was to save lives, French lives as 
well as American and British lives. 


Saved "Mopping Up" 


"The second," he added, "was the 


vital factor of time. The temporary 
arrangement has made it possible to 
avoid a 'mopping up' period in Al- 
giers and Morocco which might 
have taken a month or two to con- 
summate. Such a period would 
have taken a month or two to con- 
summate. Such a period would 
have delayed the concentration for 
the attack from the west of Tunis, 
and we hope on Tripoli..." 


Admiral Darlan's "cease fire" or- 


der after three days of resistance 
helped make a "mopping up" pe- 
riod unnecessary, the 
President 


said, adding that without exception 
the temporary arrangements made 
with Darlan apply to "the current 
local situation only." 


"The future French government," 


Mr. Roosevelt said, "will be estab- 
lished—not by any individual in 
metropolitan France or overseas— 
but by the French people them- 
selves after they have been set free 
by the victory of the United Na- 
tions." 


The President also said he had 


requested the liberation of all pris- 
oners in north Africa who were 
jailed for opposing the Nazis, and 
for the abrogation of all Nazi- 
inspired laws and decrees. This 
latter, he said in an aside, included 
anti-Jewish edicts.

Roosevelt Declares War 


Will Be Uphill Battle 


Chennaulfs Son 


Enlists In Navy 


Washington, Nov. 18 (AP)—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt sized up a fortnight's 
"good news" from the battle zones 
last night as indicating that the 
turning, point of the war had been 
reached. 


But he tempered his analysis, 


presented in a radio speech to the 
New York Herald Tribune's annual 
fcruni, v:ith cautious phrases. He 
said it would continue to be an up- 
hill fight—"all the way"—that there 
could be "no coasting to victory," 
and that it was no time for exul- 
tation. 


"There is no time now," Mr. 


Roosevelt said, "for anything but 
fighting and working to win." 


Crushing Blow 


He described the, encounter be- 


tween Japanese and American war- 
ships November 13 to 15 as "one 
of the great battles of our history." 


Despite this crushing blow ad- 


ministered to a numerically su- 
perior Japanese fleet, the President 
said in his speech that a "gigantic 
job" remained to be done. He said 
battle lines stretching from Kiska 
to Murmansk and from Tunisia to 
Guadalcanal would lengthen as our 
forces advance. 


Assailing, "loose talk" and what 


he 
considered politically-inspired 


criticism of the war effort, the 
Persident said that persons without 
access to all the facts almost in- 
evitably speak from guesswork. 


"They do not know the facts," he 


asserted, "and, therefore, the value 
of -their statements becomes greatly 
reduced. Nor, must we in 
the 


actual progress of the war, lend ears 
to the clamor of politics or to criti- 
cism from those who. as we know in 
our hearts, are actuated by political 
motives." 


Admits Mistake 


He said he himself had tried to 


keep politics out of the war but he 
confessed to making one mistake. 
That was in permitting announce- 
ment of the loss of an unidentified 


aircraft carrier in the Pacific late 
last month when the Japanese did 
not know her fate. 


A great issue had been raised in 


Congress and elsewhere, the Chief 
Executive said, over suppression of 
news from fighting fronts, and he 
yielded to the clamor. 


He said he did so partly because, 


if the sinking had been disclosed 
two or three weeks later, it would 
have been charged publicly that he 
had suppressed the news until after 
the election.

ers. This classification is brought to 
the attention of the parole board 
when a piisoner comes up for parole 
m the normal course of events.

CUT GASOLINE 
RATIONS IN 16 
COAST STATES 


Washington, Nov. 18 (AP)—Uncle 


Sam is going to hold back more 
gasoline from the basic ration allow- 
ances in the east to help make cer- 
tain that American war machines 
'in Africa keep rolling. 


Acknowledging that "this cut Is 


going to hurt." but that "it is abso- 
lutely essential," the Office of Price 
Administration announced last night 
that beginning Nov. 22 an. "A" 
coupon will be worth three gallons 
of gas instead of four as at present. 


In addition, the OPA foresaw 


possibility of a further cut in eastern 
fuel oil rations for home heating 
because of a shortage in transporta- 
tion facilities. 


Affects 16 States 


The gasoline reduction will apply 


to 16 of the IT states now rationed. 
The exception is West Virginia. 


The order will not affect the rest 


of the nation where gasoline Ira- 
tioning begins Dec. 1 nor will it alter 
the value of the "B" and "C" cou- 
pons. 


Price Administrator Leon Hender- 


son explained that the cut is aimed 
at "non-essential mileage" of the 
"A" coupon holders who have been 
allowed an average of 240 miles a 
month "whether they need it or 
not." 


"In view of the growing acute- 


ness of our supply shortage," he 
added, "we must now ask car owners 
to give up any miles that are free. 


"Those who do so even at the cost 


of inconvenience or hardship may be 
conforted by the knowledge that 
they are making more room in some 
tank car for oil for our war ma- 
chines in Africa or to heat his home, 
or his neighbor's this winter, or for 
gasoline needed to carry a war 
worker to his job, or to take farm 
produce to market." 


Huge Saving 


The cut is designed to save about 


20,000 barrels of gasoline a <*ay in 
the east. The current transition of 
commercial gasoline rations from the 
unlimited "S" to a specifically limit- 
ed "T" ration book will save in ad-
